of work of the BPP to ihe 
oppressed White community , the 
ISC was an attempt lo bring some 
Solutions to the problem you have 
ca lied "dualism" in yuur litura 
ture: the situation developed 
from the duai mie Black and 
Third World Liberation move 
ments have in this country a$ 
movements for self-determina 
tion in their nwn communilies and 
as the unquestionéd Leadership of 
the ent i re movement for Progres¬ 
sive change. 

It was our belief that the

The pledlge followed a röusing 
program held at Lhe Oakland 
Community Learning Center 
(OCLC) Sunday Community 
Forum where a large and enthu- 
siBstic crowd galhcred to hear 
about the issues concerning Prop¬ 
os ition 14, Keynote speeches 
were delivered hy Black Panther 
Party chairperson Elaine Brown 
and Larry Tramutt, directer of the 
Northern Caüfornia UFW, who 
spoke in place of Mack Lyons, a 
Black UFW Board momber who 
waM unable to be in Oakland 
because of an emergeney Board 
meeting in Los Angeles. 

Prior to Kinine s speech, sing- 
er/guitnrinl Rudy Juarez sang a 
medley of beautiful songs of the 
furmworkers' stniggle and ether 
wel) known songs in the Mexican- 
American community. 

Kinine began her remark? by 
reminding the audience thnt 
‘ Black pcople were the originaj 
f&rrnw'orkers in this country, 
addiiig, "If you vu ever been a 
migrant worker and picked a few 
crops, then you know that this is 
not a Chicane issue This is not a 
Latino issue 

you've picked a few bonna 
in your life, then you know tlmt 
farm work is hard work and that 
peoplc are underpaid for rloing 
it. That is the issue that we are 
talking about — the right of 
people to organize anti to gei the 


kinds of things Lhey need as 
farmworkers in this country and 
in this state, in partkrular. That is 
the issue and no otlier issue, 

,- This is our cause. Thi.s is not 
the cause of the United Farm 
Workers. lt is the eause of the 
Black community, the Chicano 
community, the Asifin community 
and of people who are werking 
every day in this country for 
nothing, 1 Elaine emphasized 
Elaine concluded her c om¬ 
men Ls by urging everyone pres¬ 
ent to ask 10 people to vote for 
Proposition 14 and then to ask 
those 10 to ask three or four 
others to support the furmwork- 
ers' initiative, Poinling «ut that 
farmworkers piek the (ood we ent , 
Elaine said. Tm asking you to 
begin to wrest control of your 
Lives, our lives, , Then? are 
hundreds and hundreds of farm- 
workers whose very lives depend 
on this proposition and in turn our 
very lives depend on them." 

Maria Fillipe, an UFW orgun- 
izer, then translated Elaine's 


speech into Spanish for those 
mombers of the audience who did 
noL speak English. 

Lorry Tramutt gave a brief 
hi story of the faru^workers' slrug- 
gle in C&Iifomia, begtnning with 
the Chinese in the IBOOs, followed 
by the Japanese. the Filipinos 
and Fmally, Chicano&. Recaliing 
that biggTOwers have historicaily 
"beat down efforts of farm work¬ 
ers to organize themselves mto 
unions.

train outside Scottsboro. Ten-

C.I.A. Killed 
Hoffa 

(Washington, D C I — A pro¬ 
fessional mob "hit man" has 
charged Üiai former Teamster 
boss limmy Hoffa was assassi- 
nated on orders of the CIA 
because of his knowiedge of the 
Mafra's involvement in the ua- 
successfu! plot to murtler Cuban 
Kremier Fidel Gastro in the early 
196ÜS. 

Charles "Chuckie" Crimaldi, a 
one-time Chicago assassin for Lln* 
mob. says in hisforthcordingauto- 
biography, Crimaldi, Contract 
Killer, ihut Hoffa was mijurdered 
and then his body dumpéd inlo a 
junkyard car. which was crushed 
and smelted 

GlANCANA 

‘Tbe same man that killed 
Momo (late Chicago mob leader 
Sam Giancana) took care of Hoffa 
for lhe same reason: He kneu- 
aboul lhe Ca stro plots" Crimaldi 
muintains. Hoffa bas been miss¬ 
ing for over a year, 

CÜancann was shot hix tunes m 
the head last year. just five days 
before he w f as scheduled to testify 
before a Senate committce inves- 
tigating CTA aasassination plots. 
Several weeks Iatt?r, Hoffa disap- 
peared. 

Now living in obseurity with a 
secret identity provkled by feder- 
a! drug enforcement authoriiics, 
Crimaldi works as a plumber, a 
trade he learned ïn prison, and 
maintiïins contact wjth a few okl 
underworld frienda. However, his 
gangland enemïes are said to 
have placed a 550,000 price on his 
head . 

In Crimaldi, Contract Killer. & 
meeting in Chicago in lhe 19G0s is 
described bet ween Giancana and 
late loan shark Sam DeStefano. 
(’rimaldi s boss. In explaining to 
DeStefano about the ‘hit" on 
Castro, Giancana is quoted by 
Crimaldi as saying: "I was 
tapped by some guys from the 
CIA, I was promised special 
government consideratson for a 
lot of aggravation that was 
coming my way. " 

According to Crimaldi, Gianca- 
na then outÜned Lhe ClA's plan to 
mpr der Castro 

In July, the body of mob 
leader John ïtosselfi was found 
stuffed in an oil drum in Biscayne 
Hay off the Florida coost. The 
71-yoar-old gangsLer tosti fied bé- 
fore a Senale committoe in 1975 
concerning his role in two ai- 
tompts in 1960 and 1961 to 
assassinate Premier Castro. □ 


MEMORIAL RALLY 
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The originnl vision of the Black Panthér 
Party was to serve the needs of the oppressed 
people in our communitjes and delend them 
against their oppressors. When the Party was 

inilialed we knew that these goals would raise 
the cónsdousness of the people and motivate 
them to move more firmly for their total 
libemtion, 

We also recogmzed thal we live in a country 
which has become one of the most re pressi ve 
govemments in the w r odd; repressive in 
comniunittes all over the world. We did not 
expect such a repressiv r e government to stand 
idly by while the Black Panther Party went 
forward to the goal of serving the people, We 
expected rep ross ion 

We knew. as a revolutionary vanguard, 
repression would be the reaction of our 
oppressors, bul we recognized that the task of 
the r evolutionist is difficult and lifc is short 
We were prepared then, as w r e are now. to give 
our all in the interest of oppressed people, We 
expected the repression to come from outside 
forces which have long held our commuiïities 
in subjéCtïom However, thé ideology of 
dialectica! materialism helped us to under- 
stand that the con trad iet ions surrounding the 
Party would create a force that would move us 

toward our goals. 

CONTRADICTIO NS 


We also expécléd contradictions wilhin the 
Party, for thé oppressors use infïllrators and 
provocateurs to help them reach theïr evil 
ends Even when the contradlctions come from 
formerJy loyal members of the Party, we seé 
them as part of the process of development 
ralher than in the negistive Lerms the 
oppressors' media use to interpret them. 
Above all. we knew r that through it all the Party 
would survive, 

The Party would survive beeause it had the 
love and support of the people w f ho saw their 
true interest» exprossed in the actinns of the 
Party. The Party would also survive becausé it 
would be a politica! vehiclé which continued to 
voice the intereata of the people and serve as 
their advocates. 

The importance of a structured politïcal 
vehicle has alwnys been appnrcnt to us. When 
we went to Sacramenlo, we went for the 
purposé of educating the people and building 
of a permanent political vehicle to serve their 
trdo interests, In our most recent communica- 


tion WTth both thé Morlh and South Vietnamese 
Hevolutionary governmcrtls, they pointed out 
that they understood what we were doing and 
saw it as the correct strategy They said that a 
f 'structured organization is redated to politics 


> 


as n shadow to a man . ' 

We recogni^e that the political machine in 
America has conaistently reqmred Black 
people to support it through paying taxes an 
fighting in wars, buk that same machine 
eonsistentlv refuse* to serve the interest» of 
the Black communUy, One of the problems is 
thal the cómmunity does not have a stmetured 
organi/.ation or vehicle which serves its nee s 
and re presents the people s interest. You can 
rxo more have effcctive politics without e 
stmetured orgonkation than you can have a 


man without hia shodow 


Oppressed Black people — fhe lumpenprole- 
tariai — did nül have ÏI slructured organixation 
to represent their true interests until the Black 
E^nther Party arése from wilhin the communi- 
ty, motivated by the needs and conditions of 
the people. 

Across the country the re have been 
coalilian* of Black people and Black caucuses, 
but these have not served the people as 
political vchicles. They have merely sérved as 
bourgeois structures to get Black candidotes 



i politica] office. 0o.ee dected* the 
:hlnery used to ihrust ihesé people into 
cv sïmply pnsséd oul of vxistvnce or became 
ffecttve insofar lis serving thv true inivrests 
be Black oppresed people 
i truly revolutionary vehicle which wilf 
nve the repression it encounters daily is 
iv up of a numbvr of characteristics First of 
there is a small but dedicated cadre of 
kers ti'ftü are wiilïng to devote th*ir fuli 
^ to the gooh of the org&nization, Secöudly. 


there ia a distinct orgam/.vd structure through 
which the cadre can function. Et is this 
combi nation of structure and dedicated cadre 
which can maintajn the machinery for meeting 
the people'a needs. In this way a printing press 
can be maintainéd to review the évents of the 
day and interpret them in a manner which 
serves the people. Information can be 
circulaled about daily phenomena to inform the 
people of their true meaning. ProgTams nf 
service can be carrled out to deliver to the 
people the basic needs that are not met 
elsewhere because the lumpenprolHamt are 
the victims of oppression and exploiUtion. 

A cadre and a structure 1 how'ever. are not 
what make the politica! vehicle a revolutionary 
one. k is the revolutionary concepts w f hich 
define and interpret phenomena, and establisn 
the goals toward w-hich the political vehicle wifl 
woïk. A revolutionary vehicle is in fact a 
revolutionary concept set into motien by 
a dedicated cadre through a particuïar 
organized structure, 

Such a vehicle can survive repression 
because it can move in the necessary man nor 
ut the appropriate time. It can go underground 
if the conditions require, and it Can rise up 
egain, But it will aiways be motivated by love 
and dedication to the tn tere sis r»f the o ppiessed 
cotnmunities Therefore the people will inaure 
its survival, for only in that survival are their 
needs serviced. The .structursJ and orgon^ 
ized vehicle will guarantee the weathering of 
the test of interna! and extern al contradictimis. 
Pil LITT CAL VDftCLE 

The responsibility of such a political vehicle 
is clear. It ia to functien as a machine w'hich 
sen-es the true interest* of the oppresed 
people. This meams thal it must be ever aware 
of the needs of the communities of the 
oppressed and develop and exécute the 
necessary programs to meeï thnse needs. The 
Black Fanther Party has done this through its 
bosic Téo-Pomt Program. However. we 
recognir.e that reuoiution is a process and we 
can not offer the people conclusions — we must 
be reody to respond creatively to new 
conditions and new un der standing s 

Therefore. we have developed our Free 
Breakfast Program, our Free Health Oïnics. 
our Clcthmg and Shoe Programs, and uur 
Buses to Prisons Program os well as others, 
responding to thé obvious needs of Black 
people. The overwhéfmingly favorabk re- 
sponse to these programs in every coitununily 
is evidence that they are serving the true 
interests of the people. 

Serving the true interest* of the people 
means thal the political vehicle must stand 
bet ween thé people and the oppressiw forces 
which prey upon Ihetn in such a marmer that 
the administrators will have to give the 
appropriaie response Such articulation re- 
quires us to have a political organ which will 
express Lhe interests of the people and 
interpret phenomena for them. Again. the 
éxistencé of such a politica! vehicle is justified 
only so long as it serves the true int».tests of 
the people,

To onderstand revolütionary suïcide it is first 
necessary to have au idea of reactionary 
suïcide, for the two are very different, Dr, 
Hendin was describing reactionary suïcide: the 
reuction of a man who Ukes his own life in 
response to social conditions that overwhelm 
him and condemn him to helplessness, The 
young Black men in hi» study had been 
deprived of human dignily, crushed by 
oppresaive forces, and den led their right to live 
as proud end free human beings, 

A s eet ion of OoLoyevsky s fr/me and 
Puniskment provides o good anaiogy. One of 
the chamcters. Marmeladov. a very poor mun. 
argues that poverty is nol a vice, In poverty, he 
says^ a man can attain the innate nobility of 
soul that is noL possible in heggary: for while 
society may drive the poor man out with a 
stick, the beggar will be swept out wilh n 
broom. Why? Hecause the beggar is totaily 
demeaned. his dignity lost. Finally. bereft of 
selUrespect. immobilizod by fear and despair» 
he sinks into self-murder This is reactionary 
suïcide. 

Connected to reactionary suicide, although 
even more pamful and degrading. is a spiritual 
death that has been the experience of millions 
of Black people in the United States, This 
death is found everywhere today in the Black 
communily ïtü vicüms have ceased to fight the 
forms uf oppresaion that drink their bloed 
The common attitude has long been: VVhat g 
th<j use' J If a man rises up against a power as 
great i\$ the United States» he will not survive. 
Believing thb, many Bkcks have been driven 
to a death of the spirit rather than of the flesh, 
iapsing into lives of quiet defperation» Yet bJ 3 
the while» in Lhe heart of every Black, there is 
the hope that life wïJ] somehow change in the 
fulure. 

ASSALI.TONTHE JESTAHLISHMENT 

I do nol think that life will change for the 
better without an assault on the Establish¬ 
ment, whïch goes on exploiling thu wretched of 
the earih. Thi.s belief hos al the heart of the 
concept of revolütionary suicido. Thus it is 
better to oppose lhe forces that would drive me 
to sejf-murder than to en du re them. Although I 
risk the Ükeühood of death, Ihere is at least the 
possibiïUv. ü not the prnbabilily, of dsanging 
mtólerable conditïons This possihilitv is 
important» because much in human existence 
is hased upon hopff without any real 
understandlpg of the odds. Indeed, we are all 
- Black and White alike - Ml in lhe same way» 
moriaily Ml Bui before wc die, how fihall we 
live? I sa y with hope and dignity: and ïf 
premature death is the resiill, that death has a 
meaning rerjctionury suïcide va n never have. h

Because the revolütionary lives so danger- 
ously. his survival is a mi rade. liakunin who 
spoke for the most niiJitant wing of the First 
International, made u similar statement in his 
Revolütionary Catechtem, To him. lhe first 
lessen a revolütionary must lenrn is lhat he is □ 
doomed man, Unless he understands this, he 
does not grasp Lhe essent ia] meaning of hts

When Fide] Uastro and his small band were 
in Mexico preparing for lhe (’uban Revolulion» 
inöny of the comrades had Jittle und er standing 
of Bakunin's mie. A few houra before they sei 
sail, Fidel went from man to man asking who 
should be notified in case of death. Only then 
did the deadly seriousnes^ of lhe revolution hit 
home. Their struggle war n n Jonger romantic. 
The scene had been exciting and animated bui 
when the simpte, overwhelmlng question of 
death arose everyone feil siïent, 

Man y so-called rovolu t ion arles in this 
country. Black and White, are not prepared to 
accept thisreality. The Black Panthers aru not 
auicidal; neither do we romaruicize the 
conaequencËS of revolution in our life time, 
Other so-called revülutionaries clsng to nn 
Mlusion that they rnighl have their revolution 
Eind die of old age Thai can nol be. 

I do not expect to live Lhrnugh our 
revolution, and most serieus co m rad es prob~ 
ably share my realism. Therefore. the 
expresston ‘Revolution tn uur life time moans 
Homdhing different to me than it does to other 
people who use it. 1 think the revolution will 
grow in my lifotjme, bui 1 do not expect to 
enjoy its fruits. That would be a COntradïcÜom

Thegreater. more immedinle problem is the 
survival of the entirc world, lf the world does 
not change, uJl Lts people will be threatened by 
Lho groed, exploitaüon, and violence of the 
power structure in the American empire. The 
handvvriting is on the wall. The United States is 
jcopardizing its own existence and the 
existence of all humanity. If Amencans knew 
the disasters that lay ahead. they would 
transform this society lomorrow for their own 
preservation, The Black Panlher Party is in the 
vanguard of the revolution that seeks to relieve 


this country of its crushmg hurden óf guilt. We 
are deteiHdöéd to eslahlrsh true equality and 
the rneans for Creative work , 

Some see our struggle as a symbol of the 
trend toward suicide among Blacks. Scholars 
and academies, in particular. have been quick 
to make this accusation. They faü to perceive 
differonces. Jumping off o bridge ia not the 
samo as moving to wipe out the overwhelming 
fórce of an oppressive army Wh en scholars 
call our actions suiodal. they should be 
logically consistent and describe all historieal 
revolutionary raovements m the same way. 
Thus the American colonists, the Freneh of the 
late eighteenth century, the Russians of 1917, 
thé Jews of Warsaw. the Cubans, the NLF. the 
North Vietnamese - any people who struggle 
a ga in st a brutal and powerful force — are 
suicidal Also, if the Black Panthers symbo- 
lize the suïcidal trend among Blacks, then the 
whole Third World is suïcidal, because 
the Third World fully intends to resist and 
overcóTTie the ruling claaa of the United States, 
If scholars wish Lo carry their analysis furiher, 
they must come to ferms with that four-fifths 
of the world which is bem on wiping out the 
power of the empire, In those terms the Third 
World would be transfórmed from suïcidal to 
homicidal r although homicide is the ünlawful 
taking of life, and the Third World is invohed 
only in defense. Is the coin then tumed? Is the 
govemment of the United States suicidal? 1 
think so. 

With this redefinitkm. the term 
“revolutionary suïcide' is not as simp Listic as 
it mïght seem initially. In coming the phra&\ I 
took two knowns and combined them ft> make 
an ünknown, a neoteric phrase in which the 
word ' revolutionary' - iransforms the word 
“suïcide" intü an idea that hns different 
dimonsions and meanings, applicable to a new 


and complex situatiën. 

My prison experience is a good o tamp Ie of 
revolutionary suïcide in aclion, for pri^n is :j 
microcosm of the outside world. From the 
begüming óf my sentence I defied the 
authonties by refusmg to cooperate; a resuli 
[ was confined to “lock-up, ,f b solitary cell. As 
the munths passed and I remained steadfast, 
they came to regard my behavior as middal i 
w as told Chat I would crack and break under the 
strain. I did not break, nor did I retreat from 
my positiun. I grew gtrorig. 

If ï had submitted U> their exploiiatïcm. done 
their wil], it would have killed my spirit and 
condemned me to a living death. To cooperute 
m prison meant reactionary suïcide to me 
Whflé so!itar> r confinement can be physically 
and mentally destmetive, my actions were 
taken with an understanding of the risk, I had 
to suffer through a certaln situotion: by doing 
so, my resistance told them that I rejected all 
they stood for. Even though my struggle might 
have harmed my health, even killed me. I 
Hooked upon it as a way of raising the 
consciousness of the other inmates, OS a 
contributjon to the óngoïng revolution. Only 
resistance can destroy the pressures thaL cause 
reactionary suïcide 

The concept of revolutionary suïcide is not 

defeatist or fatslistic^ On the contrary, ïl 
conveys an aw'aieness of reality in combinalïon 
with the posBibihty of hope - reality because 
the revolutjonao r must always be prepared to 
face death. and hope because it symbolizéd a 
resolute determination to bring about change. 
Above all, it demands that the revoluticnaiy 
sec his death and hb life as one piece. 
Chairman Mao says that death cómes to all of 
us, but it varies in its significante: to die for 
the reactionary is Ughter Lhau a feather; to die 
for thé revolution is heavier than Mount Tai, H 


AM WE 


There is an old Afncan saying, ■ I am we." If 
you met nn African in oneïent times and asked 
him who he was, he would reply, I am we. 
This is revolutionary suïcide: I, we. all of us are 
the one and the multïlude, 

So mam of my eomrades are gnne now. 
Some light partners, crime partners, and 
brothers off the block are begging on the 
strekt. Oihers are in asylum, penitentisiry, or 
grave. They are aU suïcides of one kind or 
another who had the sensiiivity smd tragic 
imagijiation to see the oppression Some 
ovorcame; they are the revolutionary suïcides, 
üthers we re reactionary suïcides who either 
overesLimatéd or underestimnlccl the eriemy, 
but in any case w r ere powerlcas to ehange their 

conceptlon of the oppresaor. 

The difference Hes in hope ami dcsire. Hy 
honing and desiring, the revolutionary suïcide 
chooses life; he is, m the wordfl of Nietszcbe 
“an arrow of longing for another shore Botn 
suïcides despiaotyranny, but the revolutionary 
is both a greoi despiser and n great odorer who 
longa for another shore, The roaclionory 

I suïcide must learn, os his brother the 
revolutionary luis learned, that the dese is 


not a drcle. Jt is a spiral. When we have passed 
through the desert, nóthing will be the same, 

You cannol bnre your throat to the murderer 
As George Jackson said, you must defend 
youTself and take the dragon position as in 
karate and make the front kick and the back 
kick when you are surrounded You do not beg 
because your eneray comes w ith the butcher 
knife in one hand and the hatchet in the other. 
■ lïe wnll not hecome ei Buddhist ovemight. 

The Preacher said that the wise man and the 
fooi have the same end: they go to the gr ave as 
a dog, UTio sends us to the grave? The 
unknowablc, the force that dictates to all 
classes, all temtories* all idedogies: he is 
death. the Big Boss. An ambitious men soeks 
to dethmne the Big Boss, to free himsdf. to 
control when and how hé will go to the grave. 

There is another iUuminoting story of the 
wise man and the Fooi, Found in Mao s Little 
Kod Book: A fbotish old man went to Morth 
Mountain and Iwgan m dïg: a wise old man 
passed by and snid, “Why do you dig, loobsh 
old man? Do you nol know that vou cannot 
move the mountain with n little shovel*? But 
the foolish old man answered resolutely. 


“WhiJe the mountain cannol get atiy higher, it 
will get lower wïth ench shovelful- When 1 pass 
on. my sons and his soos and his sarris sonn 
wil] go on making the mountain lower. Whr 
can’t we move the mountain? And the footish 
old man kept digguig, and the generations that 
fobowéd after him. and the wise old man 
looked on in disgust- But the resoJuUmes® and 
the spirit of the genmtioas that followed the 
foohsh old man touched God‘s heart, and God 
sent two angels who put the mountain on their 
backs and moved the mountain. 

This is the story Mao told. When he apoke of 
God he meant the six hundred millinn who had 
helpod him to move unportaUsm and bourgoois 
thinking, the two great mountains, 

The reactionary suïcide is 'wiseri and thé 
revolutionary suïcide ts a “fooi, " a foo! for thé 
revolution in the way that Paul meant when he 
spüke of being "a fooi for Chnst. That 
fóolishness can move the mountain of 
öppressien: it is our great Eeup and our 
commitment to the dead and the unbora* 

Wé w ill touch God s hemt; m wül touch the 
people s hearl. and together we will move the 
mountain.

Roherl Mugabe, politieel oom-

With the orgünizutions of pop¬ 
ular power, the geimme partici- 
pation of the masses w r dl guaran- 
tee that the resptinsible organs of 
the state, the govermnent and the 
Assembly alwuL to be eJectecf, 
will enjoy & support w hich is more 
important, one tbat is organized 
The support of a mass organixa- 
lion slems from the towns and the 
coumryside, and thus it can 
express grassroots ideas and 
opinions. 

I iio not believe ihat there are 
contredictions in this area. even if 
you inclnde certain difFiculties of 
the present timv We wfll have 
the popular base necessary for 
our aelion.

During 1975* the Oakland 
Community School (renamod 
from the Inlercommunal Youth 
Instütuie in August, 19751 had 
begon to gain state witfe atten- 
tinm Prominent Califomia offici¬ 
als auch oü Secretary of Health 
and Welfare Maria Obledo and 
Senator Alort üranston were 
among the distinguished visitors 
to the School last year. In 
addition, numerous educalors 
throughout the state and across 
the nation hegan to vïsit the 
School — to see in action this 
important educötional model ö- 
bout which they had heard so 
mucfi.

(Oakland, Cidif.) - In Septem¬ 
ber, 1974 t tho O&klanrf CommU’ 
nilv School mtraduced martial 
arts into its curriculum, becom- 
ijig the only clementary tevel 
school in the country to do so. 

At that tune. classes foeused on 
many of the aspecls of Tae Kwon 
Uo that are passedon iraditionally 

in the studies: "like mosLer, like 
student.” With the grówing 
popular interest in marlial arts 
Lhat was evident in the Black 
community and particularly 
omong the ynuth, classes Limited 
in Oakland Community School 
youth were exponded to evemng 
classes. SubsequenUy, these 
classes we re formatized inio a 
comprehensive plan: the Young 
Adult Martial Arts Program of 
the Oakland Community beaming 
Center 

With an initial enrollment of 35 
students, mostly frorn the East 
Oakland Black community. the 
Young Adult Martial Arts Pro¬ 
gram opened up lo youth and 
teenagers free of charge. Class 
instruction stül folio wed cloaely 
the ceremonial and ritual of Tae 
Kwon Do {Korean bnxingl with 
some introduciion to Wing Chun 
a predominantly hand-oriented 
system developed Ln China). 

NO UNIFORMS 

Since most of the students at 
that time were unable to afford 
the prices at other dojangs 
(studiosi , therc was no emphasis 
placed on students acquiring 
e&pensive uniforms or other 
equipment StudenLs could come 
wearing what ihey had on, or 
bring whatever loose-fitting 
dot hing that they had available, 
Little if any equipment was 
needed during the heg inning

In Jnnuary of 1975, older 
teenagers who either had had 
some previous ei porie nee in Tae 
Kwon Do or Kajukenho fa hybird 
system that was developed in 
Hawaii), began en rolling in the 
program.

Jim Hoffman, a freelance 
writer with Black Belt magazine,
